The Italian government faced a 
threatened cabinet crisis. Vice 
Premier Giuseppe Saragat prof- 
fered his resignation to the cabi- 
net, and said his influential anti- 
Communist Labor Socialist Party 
would consider whether to con- 
tinue to support the government. 
He said he had no differences with 
Premier Alcide de Gasperi but 
was withdrawing because of in- 
ternal strife in his own party. 

France bore down on Commu- 
nists. The French army charged 
four alleged Communist sympathi- 
zers with endangering the security 
of the state, an offense punishable 
by imprisonment up to five years. 
Earlier reports said the four would 
be prosecuted for spying punish- 
able by death, but the army 
changed its mind. 

At the Hague, the Netherlands 
government decided to step up its 
program for giving independence 
to Indonesia. The government said 
all Indonesian Republic leaders 
would be released and there was 
a prospect of self-rule for the 
troubled East Indies by mid-Sum- 
mer under the new Dutch time 
table. 

Peace prospects appeared bright- 
er in China. The hand of acting 
President Li Tsung-jen has been 
strengthened. He is unifying all 
government elements on a basis of 
talking peace formally with the 
victorious Chinese Communists. 
The legislative Yuan will meet to- 
morrow. Premier Sun Fo, who like 
Chiang Kai-shek appears to have 
been trying to run Nanking from 
a distance, is returning to the capi- 


tal. 

The British-American airlift to 
Berlin smashed another record in 
a record-breaking week. The air- 
men hauled 8,025 tons of supplies 
to. the blockaded city yesterday, 
making a total of 44,612 tons for 
the past week.

University Hospital 
Facilities Inadequate

AUGUSTA—There’s a woman here in Augusta who needs an 
operation which she won’t be getting for six: months. 


It’s not an emergency, but her doctor would like to operate 
now. She’s ready. Her husband is both willing and able to pay 
the bills. 

Why, then, can’t she have the operation? 

Because the University Hospital, her hometown hospital and 
one of the three biggest hospitals in the Southeast can’t sandwich 
another piece of major surgery into its operating-room schedule 
before next August! 

John Dewey Lutes, the University Hospital’s pro director for 
little more than a year now, cited that case as one of the “raw 
facts” about the institution he heads—up to now probably the 
most talked-about hospital in Georgia and the one where the State 
of Géorgia trains its doctors. 


“Our operating rooms are totally inadequate,” declared Lutes. 
“We have four which are modern, four which are not—and all 
eight of them are in use around the clock. You can pass this hos- 
pital nearly any hour of the night and you will see the operating- 
room lights burning. For that reason we have to run our sterilizers 
day and night. We never get caught up—and you can put that 
down as a good reason why employee relations are not what 
they should be!” 

Because of Lutes’ unique stand that “the University Hospital 
belongs to the people and they are entitled to know all there is to 
know about it,” the talk about that institution has undergone a 
subtle change in the last year. 


“When I came to Georgia I was startled by this hospital’s pub- 
lic relations,” grinned the director. “There was a lot of criticism— 
and the hospital seemed to be on the defensive. I felt that if the 
people of the Staté, and particularly here in Augusta, had a closer 
understanding of the hospital’s problems, they’d be more patient 
about the hospital’s shortcomings—and more helpful, too.”

Cherry L. Emerson, Vice Presi- 


dent of Tech in charge of planning 
‘and construction, said additional 
|buildings costing an estimated 
$10,000,000 were “desperately 
;needed now.” 
| Tech officials “point with 
'pride” «to recent construction 
‘which has literally changed the 
face of the campus. 

But they admittedly “view with 
'alarm” the ancient fire-traps and 
'22 tumble-down houses in which 
‘the faculty is forced to hold many 
‘classes and laboratories.

Lion's Share of New Taxes 
Would Go for Education 


If Georgians vote April 5 in favor of $45,000,000 in new taxes to 
pay for expanded State services, they will be voting to spend more 
than half the new revenue on education. 


And even if the program goes 
through, Georgia will only be 
keeping pace with some its sister 
States and trying to catch up with 
others in the matter of education. 

The $45,000,000 contingent budg- 
et, adopted by the Legislature and 
dependent upon extra revenue, in- 
cludes roughly $24,000,000 ear- 
marked for education. This is 
made up of $18,000,000 for com- 
mon schools and vocational edu- 
cation; $2,500,000 for the common 
schools’ building equalization 
fund; $2,500,000 for the Univer- 
sity System building fund, and 
$1,000,900 for teachers’ retirement. 

These are the basic needs to 
start in operation the Minimum 
Foundation program for 
tion. 

And this is all in addition to the 
$50,000,000 for education provided 
in the regular $108,000,000 budget. 

But Georgia is not alone in find- 
ing that the cost of educating its 
children is zooming. 

Other State Legislatures are dis- 
covering that they will have to put 
lup much more money on education 
'—much of it for new buildings to 
take care of the growing number 
of students. 

In 29 States where the job has 
reached the stage of putting fig- 
ures on paper a total of $2,299, 
000,000 has been asked or ear- 
marked for aid to education—an 


increase of more than $400,000,000. 

The total is incomplete. It rep- 
resents sums budgeted, requested 
or recommended to lawmakers in 
29 States. The-total is bound to 
be much larger when appropria- 
tion bills are adopted in the 15 
other States where Legislatures

period. A big factor in the in- 
creased expenses of most States is 
aid to education. 


For example: West Virginia’s 
proposed two-year operating budg:

The pro- 
posed two-year $48,067,320 budget 
in Kansas includes $23,000,000 for 
education. 

The millions that will be spent 
in the field of learning in the 
next year or two will go for such 
things as operating State univer- 
sities and colleges, grants to pub- 
lic school districts, transportation 
and lunches for pupils and con- 
tributions to teachers’ salaries and 
pensions. 

Raises in teachers’ pay have 
been asked in at least 11 States. 

Seventeen States are consider- 
ing proposals to invest a total of

Boats in the shrimp fleet dot the 
ecean horizon in good shrimping 
weather, making a picturesque sea- 
scape. 

Best season here is from May to 
November, and the best shrimping 
weather is- calm, but shrimp boats 
already are running along the 
Brunswick coast. They are not al- 
lowed to fish in the rivers and 
sounds and locked-land spawning 
areas so that there always will be 
a steady supply. 

Capt. Tabbot said shrimp fisher- 
men usually drag in 20 to 50 feet 
of water. A trial net is lowered to 
give an indication as to how plenti- 
ful shrimp are in the area. If the 
test net is full of shrimp the big 
net is let down. 

The enormous, hand-made 
shrimp net is held open during 
dragging by two boards. High 
point of the trip comes when the 
net is hoisted over.the side and 
the glimering mass of shrimp and 
assorted sea creatures is unloaded. 
The shrimp—from one to 20 
bushels of them—are sorted and 
the “trash” is thrown overboard. 

The shrimp are taken to canning 
and packing factories that occupy 
several blocks along the East River 
docks in Brunswick. They are 
headed, sorted and packed by long 
rows of workers. 

From here, they are shipped to 
points all over the country, ready 
for the cocktail] ketchup!

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A Foolish Spectacle 


The Columbus-Phenix City feud over 
liquor traffic has become a ridiculous 
spectacle unworthy of the dignity of those 
cities, much less that of the two States 
involved. 


Alabama has State-owned stores which 
sell goods cheaper than it is sold in Geor- 
gia. Obviously, considerable numbers of 
Georgians cross one of the three bridges 
leading from Columbus into Phenix City 
to do their alcoholic shopping. This State, 
naturally, loses the taxes on such pur- 
chases and its liquor dealers lose the po- 
tential profits. 


Georgia has gone so far as to send rev- 
enue agents into Phenix City to “spot” 
citizens of this State buying whiskey 
there. When they get across the line on 
. the return'trip they_are hailed and cases 
‘are made. But Phenix City considers this, 
‘and perhaps properly, unwarranted inter- 
ference with local business, and just the 
other day arrested, tried and convicted 
two of Georgia’s agents on a charge of 
loitering. 


. What has us, and doubtless a great 
many other Georgians, puzzled is why all 
the uproar at Columbus and Phenix City 
when never a peep is heard from innumer- 
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able other points along the borders? 
Take Augusta, for instance, which bor- 


ders North Augusta, S. C., just across the . 


Savannah River. Bourbon is cheaper in 
South Carolina, too, but so far as we can 
determine there never has been any dis- 
pute between authorities there. Whiskey 
also is cheaper in Florida, but there are 
no recorded cases of Georgians being halt- 
ed at the border on their return from this 
State while revenue agents searched their 
automobiles: for contraband liquor. 

We doubt seriously that the revenue 
Georgia would obtain from the spirits pur- 
chased by its citizens in Phenix City would 
pay the salaries of the agents detailed to 

_trace down this so-called illegal trade. 

Doubtless a great deal of the furor re- 
sults from’ the age-old and, to outsiders, 
inexplicable ill feeling between Columbus 
and Phenix City. Pressure also may be 
applied by liquor store operators who, 
paying Georgia licenses, feel they are en- 
titled to protection. 

We think it is about time Columbus 
and Georgia authorities got together with 
Phenix City and Alabama authorities and 
worked out an amicable agreement. Cer- 
tainly this is not too much to expect of 
adult and reasonable men. 


Brunswick's Commendable Initiative 


Brunswick isn’t going to wait on a 
State-backed bond issue to improve its 
port. . 

That thriving city is laying plans to 
raise approximately $575,000 through pri- 
vate financing for immediate construction 
of docks for two bulk cargo vessels. 

* Brunswick’s initiative is commendable. 

Though its efforts will not lessen the 
need for a bond issue, it will go far toward 
proving to one and all concerned that the 
city means business. 

All the improvements necessary fully 


to develop that port—and the one at Sa- 
vannah, which already has private facili- 
ties plus the recently acquired State 
docks—will cost more than can be raised 
through private financing. 

But Brunswick is going to make a start. 
It will demonstrate beyond a doubt it is 
in earnest about wanting to develop its 
greatest natural resource, the harbor. And 
the people of Georgia, seeing indisputable 
evidence of aggressive self-help, will be 
willing, when the time comes, to place 
their money on a going concern.

Upstate, the Woman’s Club in Marietta 
is sponsoring a civic club drive to fog the 
City with DDT and thus kill all the flies. 

Success in either campaign, anti-rat or 
anti-fly, depends on total war lest the 
pesky enemy escape to breed and feed and 
fight again. 

Good rat fighters know that only com- 
plete coverage will work. 

Science says that from every city which 
has gone all-out for spraying DDT has 
come proof that the fly can be controlled. 
If that’s what it takes in Georgia, let 
us spray.

Ready-Made 


As one of those who all too often finds him- 
self sitting up there at the head table waiting 
for an introduction as the speaker of the evening, 
I frequently am reminded of something the late Willa Cather wrote. 

“Listen, my friend,” she said, “no man can give himself heart 
and soul to one thing while in the back of his mind he cherishes a 
desire, a secret hope for something different.” 

As one who has come up with the hot breath of Calvinism on 
his neck, I often find myself reflecting, especially at meetings of 
Bible classes and. church clubs for men, that this statement, in 
reverse, is behind the spiritual sickness of the day. 


I find myself looking out at the faces before 

These People me and thinking: “These people are here be- 
cause they are Christians, or at least subscribe to the Christian 
faith. They are, in the main, good people. In the back of their minds 
they nurse the secret knowledge that the Christian ideal is the 
right and proper one. But, their failure, and their resulting skepti- 
cism and cynicism, results from the frustration of not being able 
to carry out what they know to be true. If I had to define the 
great lack of modern man I would say modern man has very little 
Spiritual self-confidence. Behind an exterior which may indicate 
self-confidence, there is a great inward lack of it. 
_ People know, for example, that the Ku Klux Klan or any other 
similar organization, is wicked and evil and un-Christian. Each 
nurses this knowledge in the back of his mind, but lacking self- 
confidence he says to himself that he had best keep out of it; he 
had best say nothing, he had best take no position, he might get 
hurt, they might burn a cross at his house; they might scare his 
wife; some psychopath in the outfit might hurt his family. 

The same is true of attitudes toward the Negro problem; to- 
ward others and all racial and religious prejudices. 


. ° Now and then, it seems to me, that the organ- 
Organization ized religious, social and political associations 
deny to a man the right to think and form his own convictions. 
We prepare opinions ready-made to be taken in convenient form 
like the vitamin pills that are on every bathroom shelf. 

We see this reflected in our politics. 

We have millions of Americans who react to every piece of 
national legislation in terms of pro-Truman and Roosevelt, or anti- 
Truman and the New Deal. Very few of. us think of events or 
legislative bills in terms of rational decisions, but in terms of 
fixed opinions.

have posed the question, “What sort of Germany?” What oe the 


tant a question as any that confronts the United States. And it is 
highly significant that at long last the United States Government 
is now making a serious effort to find an agreed and intelligent 
answer. 

An attempt is now being made to draft a whole series of agreed 
policy papers dealing with all aspects of American policy in Ger- 
a le gh ag ne is being done by a four-man com- 

ittee, which is now quietly meeting tw 
in the State areas d . 4 Sapa pmanammalnad nears 

Chairman of this committee is George Kennan, brilliant chief 
State Department planner. Richard M. Bissell, able deputy ECA 
Administrator, speaks for the ECA, which has a vital interest in 
the German problem. \ Robert Blum, special assistant to Secretary 
of Defense James Forrestal, represents Forrestal and the Defense 
Department. The Army and Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American Com- 
mander in Germany, are represented by Assistant Secretary of 
War Tracy Voorhees, who may succeed William Draper as Under- 
_ secretary of War and chief Washington spokesman for Gen. Clay.

had policy independently. The policy papers they draft 
will be referred back to the organizations and individuals they 
represent, including Gen. Clay. Moreover, each preliminary paper 
will be sifted through another, higher committee. This committee 
consists of Secretary of State Dean Acheson as Chairman, ECA Chief 
Paul Hoffman and Secretary of the Army Kenneth Royall. If 
Acheson’s committee approves a paper, it will be referred in turn 
to the National Security Council and the President for final decision. 
What this means is simply that the period of improvising policy 
In Germany is coming to an end. Because the United States Gov- 
ernment has had no really clear objectives in Germany since the 
war, policy has necessarily been made on the spot by Gen. Clay, 
in response to the actual situation as Gen. Clay has found it. 

In the process, Gen. Clay has been forced to decide—and has 
decided very wisely—what sort of Germany we do NOT want. 
We do not want a Western Germany in constant danger of being 
drawn into the Kremlin’s orbit. And we do not want to be forced 
out of Berlin by ruthless Soviet pressure. 

These decisions have already taken effect. Western Germany 
is coming back. The Russians have been frustrated in their efforts,

This is the immensely 
difficult task to which the Kennan Committee, the Acheson Com- 
se va and the National Security Gouncil have now addressed them- 
selves. 


Secret The policy papers which result will be, and should be, 
secret. Nothing would be more damaging than to adver- 
tise to the world, and especially to the Soviet Union, a blueprint of 
American objectives and intentions in Germany. Yet the fact that 
the State Department, the Defense Department, the Army Depart- 
ment as spokesman for Gen. Clay, and the ECA are all taking 
part in the effort to draft agreed policy papers on Germany is itself 
Significant and encouraging. 

There has been no secret about the bitter disagreements within 


the Government on Germany policy in the past. When German 
policy was to the fore, the Army Department, the State Depart- 
ment and the ECA have been apt to treat each other as sovereign, 
and potentially hostile, powers. 
reach agreement among themselves on American policy toward 
Germany, a long step forward will have been taken. 

There remains the even more difficult task of reconciling Ameri- 
can policy on Germany to the whole range of American policy in 
the world, and especially in Western Europe. To see Germany 
clearly as an integral part of a larger problem-is difficult enough 
in Washington. But it is almost impossible in Berlin. And although 
it may fail, it is at least good news that the effort to define our real 
objectives in Germany has at last begun. ,

Those will be the subjects of later columns 
from this old city which, they say, becomes 
everybody’s home after the first enchanted visit.

It Also Rains on Jekyll 


SAVANNAH—The “Golden Isles of Guale’# were a dull gray pewter on the day 


we caught the 9 o’clock boat in Brunswick for Jekyll. 


We had left Savannah at 


6:30 with neither umbrella nor raincoat because we believed in the old supersti- 


tion that rain before seven meant “fair before eleven.” The graves of our sleep- 
ing Scot ancestors at Darien and Midway were washed clean by a needle-like fall 


and Butler’s ‘Island was greenish-silver, the color of lichen that scallops the trunks of old oak trees. 
Driving into Brunswick we found the streets black and glistening, the palms bent, dripping, and 
depressed tourists at the hotel sighing over their schedules. 


But the small boat absorbed bags of U. S. 
mail, boxes of groceries, suitcases, a crew of three 
and a dozen passengers. With an escort of sea- 
gulls we nosed away from the pier toward the 
famed playground and consoled »surselves with 
the thought that Jekyll’s former millionaire own- 


ers must also sometimes have had rainy days in 
February. Weather good enough for plutocrats 
would have to do for us, too, and one member 
of our party remarked philosophically, “It’s prob- 
ably just as well that we didn’t bring our bath- 
ing suits. But honestly at Christmas I did see 
people swimming in the pool and taking sun- 
baths on the beach.” 

The drizzle became a downpour just as we 
landed, but at the hvutel we optimistically boarded 
the sight-seeing bus and set out for a tour of the 
island. _ 

“Now the Pierpont Morgan home, Sans Souci, 
is on your left and the chapel on your right.” 


Outraged cries of, “We can’t see a thing,” 
went up from the tourists. “Which is the 
chapel?” a small boy asked. While we 
mopped at the insides of the windows with 
tissue handkerchiefs, the driver obligingly 
got out to wipe off the outsides. 


Now as we proceeded we caught an occa- 
sional glimpse of a noble pile of architecture, 
of formal gardens where camellias, roses and 
poinsettias were in bloom, of tiled, patios, and 
heard such names as Crane, Albright, Macy and— 
was it Firestone or Goodyear? : 

In half an hour we had “done the tour,” seen 
the obsolete dairy and infirmary, unused tennis 
courts, the old Du Bignon Cemetery where—Mr. 
Jim Page, the hotel Manager, later told us— 
there ane now more rattlesnakes than Du Bi- 
gnons. For many years Jeky]! had been the sole 

of the Frenchman,- Poulain du Bignon, 
whose ruined house stands as a solitary reminder 
of those feudal days. 

-It was to Jekyll that the last shipment of 
slaves was brought to Georgia by The Wanderer 


in 1858. So heavily wooded is a large part of 
the island that it is almost jungle territory. How 
ideally suited it was for the deer and boar hunts 
which provided additional entertainment for the 
former owners! Kennels for the hunting dogs 
can still be seen and billiard tables too massive 
for easy transport remain. in houses otherwise 
stripped of all their furnishings. 


Yes, the daily lives of these “sans souci” 
owners can easily be read in the decaying man- 
sions where the February rain falls through the 
rotten roof upon carved mantelpieces and par- 
quet floors and whose baiconies sag with age and 
the weight of wisteria vines. Here is a chaise 
langue (for some obscure reason more chaise 
longues were left as worthless than any other 
piece of furniture) with a fitted breakfast tray; 
in another home is a_ velvet-upholstered sofa 
whose sides can be lowered for reclining. 


Doors slammed eerily in the February 
wind and shutters banged against the case- 
ments. Grass grew abundantly in some front 
walks; others, belonging to the newer estates, 
were as well kept as Florida’s havens. Yet 
there was definitely an air of dying feudal- 
ism about the island. | 


And what about Jekyll’s future? It is too 
beautiful and romantic a spot, too rich in history 
to be turned into a popular playground with 
“motels,” trailer camps, picnic spots and popcorn 
concessions. It would be a desecration to chop 
it up into sites for cabins and kiddies’ slides. 

An economist might suggest that clearing and 
selling of some of the heavier timber; a humani- 
tarian would like to see part of the island used 


‘as a site for an Army hospital—a nerve spe- 


cialist would certainly want to send his patients 
here to recuperate. 

But I must confess that I should like to see 
the plans for Jekyll’s development entrusted not 
to politicians, but to historians; those who love 
and preserve the past of Georgia’s golden isles 
would certainly seem as likely as any to be the 
best to serve her future.

We saw 
a little girl asleep on the floor 
of the day-room, one hand 
crumpled under her cheek, 
sleeping as little girls sleep any- 
where. The others in the room 
milled around her, narrowly 
avoiding stepping on her and 
she slept on—a- helpless, weary 
little girl finally surrendering 
to an afternoon nap. 


We watched the eager faces $f, 
the little boys in another cottage, | 
lining up to have their pictures 
taken and heard of the father, who.

Fabian Especel, an impoverished 
clerk in the offices of M. Pou- 
jars, suffers from a weak heart, 
a desire to write a novel and a 
dissatisfaction with his lot. Why 
could not God have given him 
other rows to hoe, or set him 
down in greener pastures on 
the other side of the fence? 
The amorous successes of his fa- 
ther and his friend, Blutaud con- 
trast with his failures; he rebels 
against his doctor’s orders and 
his mother’s religious injunc- 
tions. 

As both writer and malcon- 
tent, he wants to be in some 
one else’s shoes, and to his 
amazement he is offered a 
chance to by a strange M. Brit- 
tomart. Professing an interest 
in souls, the Mephistophelean 
Brittomart tells the Faustian Fa- 
bian that if he whispers a cer- 
tain magic formula in the ear of 
any person he wishes, he will 
move over, soul and all, into that 
person. Reassured about Britto- 
mart’s powers by a rendezvous 
magically arranged for him, he 
starts on a dizzy journey through 
the hearts and minds of his fel- 
low men. 

Green’s writings, as always, is 
mature and confident. Though 
Part II seems, for some pages, 
to be getting off the track, the 
sense of mystery and eeriness 
persists, sharp and troubling, to 
the last; and in places the inex- 
plicable and unbelievable be 
come so real, so actual, that for 
reassurance you want to look 
over your shoulder or pinch 
yourself. 

Green points, I think, a moral 
less accepted now than it used 
to be, that knowledge is evil. 
He urges us to be content with 
what God made us... though 
God doesn’t just naturally make 
good writers without a lot of 
effort on their part, as Green 
must know.—W. G. ROGERS.

An Admirer's 
Biography of 
David Garrick 


GARRICK, by Margaret Bar- 
ton; Macmillan; $5. 


David Garrick, who as an ac- 
tor is said to have revived Lon- 
don’s interest in Shakespeare 
and as an entrepreneur to have 
helped make Stratford a shrine, 
was born in 1717. Brought up 
in Lichfield, where Samuel John- 
son was his slightly older friend, 
he took a flier in the wine busi- 
ness with his brother Peter, but 


at 24 years of age succumbed to 
the allure of the candle-lighted 
stage. 

Testing his talents in the role 
of Richard III, he played in Dub- 
lin, won engagements at Drury 
Tane and Covent Garden and 
at 30 began his 29 years as 
Lacy’s partner in the manage- 
ment of Drury Lane. He pre- 
sented 75 new plays, besides 
pantomimes and other entertain- 
ments, and in the course of a 
life in which “he could not stop 
acting,” he took 90 different 
parts. 


Practically everyone of any 
account in Eighteenth Century 
England knew him; the list of 
his friends, enemies and ac- 
quaintances included, besides 
Johnson and his Boswell, Reyn- 
olds, Romney, Gainsborough and 
Hogarth, who was his dear inti- 
mate; Goldgmith, Smollett and 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan, who 
finally bought him out; Sir Hor- 
ace Walpole, and even a pair of 
Georges. Peg Woffington was 
for a time his mistress, but in 
1749 he took a dancer for wife, 
and there was “not in all his- 
tory,” says this admiring biogra- 
pher, “a more perfectly happy 
marriage. 


Thinking the best is none too 
good for Garrick, Miss Barton 
has a pardonable weakness for 
superlatives. Garrick’s first 
(1747) company consisting of 
four women, Cibber, Pritchard, 
Clive and Woffington, and such 
men as Barry and Macklin, was 
“the strongest ever known in 
the history of the stage.” His 
Lear “has never been equalled.” 
Of his withdrawal from the 
theater in 1776 she writes: “Nev- 
er has the retirement of an ac- 
tor made so much commotion.” 

He was certainly one of the 
greatest naturalistic actors, and 
as a person sometimes exasper- 
ating, but almost always lov- 
able... economical to the point 
of stingy in domestic matters, 
very changeable, a tireless prac- 
tical joker, a kind and amiable 
country gentleman at Hampton 
House, generous with the needy, 
temperamental. He died at 62 
and was buried in Westminster 
Abbey; his wife lived to be 98.

It remained for an obscure 
janitor, wearing his own Phi 
Beta Kappa key (Princeton '98), 
to solve the mystery left by Dr. 
Dinwiddie by the simple expe- 
dient of going through his waste- 
basket, left just as it was follow- 
ing the death of the beloved ped- 
agogue. 

But the solution to this par- 
ticular enigma does not come 
until the final chapter of this 
thick novel ... shortly after 
the revelation of the true cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
death of Steve Callahan, high- 
handed but successful young 
manager of a large fruit ranch 
in California’s fabulous San Joa- 
quin Valley. 


Two people are tried for Cal- 
lahan’s murder: 

(1) His wife, Germaine, pret- 
ty and pregnant, whose love for 
him has turned to loathing fol- 
lowing her discovery of his in- 
fidelities. 

(2) Larry Hellman, who mar- 
ries Germaine three years after 
her acquittal. His case ends in a 
mistrial with the jury voting 10 
for conviction, two for acquittal. 

Powerful interests, however, 
are bent on securing the convic- 
tion of someone in the Steve Cal- 
lahan murder, so Angelo Parenti, 
a young labor leader, is arrested 
and indicted for the crime. But 
the word is passed down that 
Parenti is not to: be prosecuted, 
so the case is nol pross.d and he 
goes free. It is no secret then 
that a German intellectual, a 
Nazi leader in the U. S., had 
caused Callahan’s death. 

This novel opens in August, 
1929, and the final curtain rings 
down Sunday, Dec. 7, 1941, 
which, if you have forgotten, 
was Pearl Harbor Day. 

Sandwiched in between these 
dates are numerous shanties de- 
voted to goings-on at Western U, 
politics, labor warfare and blood- 
shed, liberalism. chess, mob rule, 
Fascism. Communism. Falan- 
gists, romance, drama and the 
transcripts of the trials of both 
Mrs. Callahan and Hellman. 

This is Haakon Maurice Chev- 
alier’s first novel. It is a power- 
ful recitation of the clash of vi- 
tal forces in a period of social 
change on the West Coast, which 
was followed by reverberations 
felt from one end of the country 
to the other. 

Chevalier’s characters come 
alive under his adroit handling 
and the result is a well told tale, 
despite its tendency to creak un- 
der verbosity at times.

PLAN YOUR GARDEN 

First, plan your vegetable gar- 
den on paper. Allow gufficient 
space for the vegetables you te 
sire to grow and arrange for’a 
succession of plantings so that 
a fresh supply will be available 
during the entire season. In one 
part of the garden provide for 
the long-season plants and dur- 
ing the early part of the year 
you can plant early maturing 
vegetables between the rows of 
the plants requiring a longer 
season to mature. By careful 
planning a small space will fur- 
nish a wide variety of fresh veg- 
etables each month of the 
season. 

Vegetables must be grown 
quickly if they are to be tender 
end delicious. Starved or stunt- 
ed plants will become tough and 
tasteless. Best garden soils are 
sandy loams, loose and mellow. 
To promote quick, uninterrupted 
growth, they should be plenti- 
fully supplied with plant food 
and humus. Sheep manure and

Some of these young kids who have been get- 
ting all that big money for signing baseball con- 
tracts and consequently think they are already 
big leaguers maybe ought to take time out for a 

ee -s few minutes and study the career of John Whit- 
ni low Wyatt. 
Or better still, they ought to talk with him about baseball for 
a half hour or so just as I did up at the Rome Quarterback Club 
party the other night. 

You remember Whit Wyatt. He’s the guy who left a 
Georgia farm to enter the baseball business back in the days 
when it was tough, when there were no such things as $75,000 
bonuses or $5,000 minimum salaries. 

He’s the guy who suffered disappointment and heart- 
break time and again but finally reached the top by sheer 
determination and hard work at the age when most ball 
players are getting ready to hang up their spikes. 

He’s the guy who saved his money and is now enjoying life 
on his farm near Buchanan and has no regrets. 
“Baseball was good to me,” he says simply. 


: : The story of Whit Wyatt begins no differently 
The Beginning from those of hundreds of other baseball 
players. : 

He was a husky six-foot farm boy who could throw a baseball 
hard. His first year as a professional was at the age of 20, with 
Evansville, in the Three-Eye League. 

After two seasons he got his first major league chance 
with Detroit in 1930. He won four games and lost five that 
season and when he dropped his first two starts for the Tigers 
the next Spring, he was shipped off to Beaumont. 

There he won 11 and lost three and fought Dizzy Dean 
tooth and nail for the lowest earned-run average in the Texas 

»League. Whit’s was 1.51 and Diz’ a fraction lower. 

Of course, he got his second chance at the majors the next sea- 
son. This one lasted three years with the Tigers and the Chicago 
White Sox. But during that span he was able to win only 11 while 
losing 19 games. So back to the bushes he went, to Kansas City 


this time. 


: He did all right with the Blues and got his third 
Four th Time chance in the big time. It was with Cleveland 
in 1937, but. Whit could win only two games while losing three, 
so he was told to pack his bags again. 

With Milwaukee the next season, he won 23 and lost only 
seven and he came back to the big leagues for his fourth and 
last opportunity. 

At the age of 32 he stuck this time, remaining with the 
Dodgers until the Spring of 1945 and finishing a brilliant 
career with the Phillies the same season. It was a career 
which carried him into the 1941 World’s Series and into two 
All-Star games as a member of the National League team. 

So there you have it. Four laboriously earned chances at the 
big time and three failures, three trips back to the minors, more 
than enough to discourage a ball player with less determination 


than Whit Wyatt. 


“Sure,” Whit said, “I felt disappointment each 
Slow Curv © time they sent me back. But I didn’t blame base- 
ball for it. I simply wasn’t good enough to win the majors, so why 
should I have felt I was being persecuted? 
“And I can truthfully say this. Although disappointed, 
I never loafed or let my minor league club down. Every 
time I walked out on the mound I was doing my best to win. 
“I think that last trip back to the bushes, the one to Mil- 
waukee, really made me into a big-league pitcher. I said 
to myself, ‘Whit, you’ve had three chances now. So obvi- 
ously there must be something wrong. You just don’t have 
the stuff and if you’re ever going to stick in the majors, 
you'd better do something about getting it.’ 
“So I developed a slow curve ball with Milwaukee that season 
and it became my best pitch. Throughout my stay with the Dodgers 
I depended on that slow curve in the pinches. And I got by.” 


of - Wyatt’s hairline has receded a little since his 
Likes Dapper playing days and he is prematurely gray. But 
he still carries his six-foot frame erectly and is in great shape, 
thanks to hunting and fishing and farming. . 

“I wish I could talk to some of these kids I read about 
these days,” he remarked wistfully. “Too many of them 
are getting bad advice from people who don’t know baseball. 
Too many of them are incapable of looking to the future. 
They don’t realize that none of the necessary sacrifices are 
too big in your efforts to reach the tap.” 

Whit is keenly interested in the Crackers this season. 

“Cliff Dapper is one of the finest boys I’ve ever met,” he said. 
“I knew him when he had a tryout with the Dodgers before the war. 
Tried to help him all I could and I think he appreciated it. 

“I’ve been meaning to write him and congratulate him on 
his manager’s job. Tell him for me, will you? But Ill be 
up seeing him at some of the Cracker games this season.” 
That’s Ol’ Whit Wyatt, all right. Always a rookie at heart.

The castle was built 
by accident. It never 
would have taken form if 
Mary Foote, a debutante 
in the 1860s, hadn't gone 
from her New York home 
to the capital for a change.

“I want.to 
see a real Senator.”’ 

She was like a Dresden 
china doll, then, fair and 
very small, with the bright 
blue eyes that didn’t dim for 
generations.

_ “The castle is going to be the center of a 
diplomatic quarter of America,” she said, and 
she built embassies—French, Spanish, Cuban, 
Italian, Egyptian and Persian,.and offered vari- 
ous inducements to selected tenants, including 
nominal rent. The tenants moved in, one by one, 
the section grew famous, and Mary Henderson’s 


‘social laws became as hard and fast as the 


federal ones her husband had helped to pass. 

-Both American officials and foreign diplo- 
mats bowed to her will. Once when she wanted 
a Congressman to attend a party because he 
could help her defeat a projected firehouse on 
what she called “my 16th Street,” she tele- 
phoned his wife. The wife declined, explaining

Perhaps her boldest plan was to make the 
President of the United States her~ neighbor. 
She offered, in 1917, to build -a “new White 
House” across the street from the castle on the 
pretext that the old White House was in hopeless 
disrepair, When her offer was rejected, she 
gave the ground to the government as a national 
park, now known as Meridian Hill Park. 

Then, as a whim, she set out to have 16th 
Street changed to the Avgnue of the Presidents. 
She entertained “Congfessmen. She badgered 
them until they. passed the bill she demanded. 

That was a step too far. Washington resi- 
dents, finding they had a 15th Street and a 17th 
Street, but no 16th, raised such a storm of pro- 
test that Congress revoked the act and gave the 
capital back its honored 16th, 

Mary was too busy to care greatly. She 
campaigned against flesh-tinted silk stockings, 
against high-heeled slippers, tobac¢o, alcohol, 
double-decked buses (which allowed passengers 
to see into second story bedrooms), and meat. 
Abjuring lamb chops, she served bananas molded 
to look like them. 

The years touched her lightly, although she 
had her share of family cares. Senator Hender- 
son died in 1913; their son, John, Jr., died in 
1923, leaving a daughter, Beatrice. The daugh- 
ter (Mrs. Beatrice Wholean) in 1931 sought to 
prevent her grandmother from making stil] 
another gift to the’ government, a mansion 
offered as the home.of the Vice-President. 

Mary Henderson struck back. She was 90 
then, and after all that time of grandeur and 
prestige, she declared: 

“Mrs. Wholean is not the daughter of my son,

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son and his wife had taken into their home to 
raise in order to deceive me, as I discovered a 
few years ago.” 

Mrs. Wholean countered with the charge that 
her grandmother had secretly adopted her as a 
daughter in 1924, and then all the complexities 
were resolved. Mary died of a stroke on July 
16, 1931. ‘ 

The bulk of the estate, reduced to $5,000,000, 
went to a niece and nephew; Frances and Henry 
Arnold, and in litigation Mrs. Wholean was 
awarded $1,000,000.

Cite Sean Har from a minor illness, the 
late Jean Harlow was entertaining one 
night in 1930 at one of her popular “musi- 
cales.”’ : 

Unnoticed in the throng of Hollywood cBleb- 
rities was a demure girl in her mid-twenties, a 
trained nurse and companion of glamourous, 
platinum-blond Miss Harlow. She Was Adah, 
Wilson, from Shoshone, Idaho (population 
1,366). Her eyes moved slowly over the crowd of 
notables. 

She was impressed, but not over-awed. 


How different, she, mused, from the parties — 


at Shoshone, the Sunday afternoon walks along 
Little Wood River or the picnics under the glis- 
tening mist of Shoshone Falls. 

The nurse shook the past from her mind and 
walked toward Miss Harlow, who was greeting 
a tall, distinguished man in his late 50s. He was 
the fabulously wealthy Harold F. McCormick. 

After an introduction, Miss Wilson chatted 
amiably with the wealthy guest and he was 1m- 
mediately attracted by her natural, pleasant 
manner. But little did he dream—or she—that 
Adah would be the third Mrs. McCormick and 
inherit a major portion of his huge fortune. 

He had.first married Edith Rockefelier, 
daughter of John D. Rockefeller. His second 
wife was Ganna Walska, Polish opera singer, on 
whom he spent millions in a futile attempt to 
advance her grand opera career. 

Almost a year passed before Adah and Harold 
met again, that time when McCormick entered 
Good Samaritan Hospital in Los Angeles to have 
his tonsils removed. He requested that Miss 
Wilson be his nurse. 

When he returned to Chicago they were fast 
friends and corresponded frequently. Over the 
next six years, McCormick’s illnesses took him to 
Los Angeles for treatment, once for arthritis, 
another time for a heart attack. Always Miss 
Wilson was his nurse at his request. 

The association must have given the 67-year- 
old man a chance to contrast this*unassuming 
Idaho-bred girl with the other women in his life. 
She was kind and considerate of his every whim; 
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never asked for anything. On the other hand 
she found McCormick a gentle, interesting man, 
nothing like she had dreamed-a powerful indus- 
trialist would be. 

In August, 1937, McCormick again visited 
California. This time he had something more on 
his mind than a medical check-up. He asked the 
small-town girl from. Idaho to marry him and 
she agreed. They planned to wed the foilowing 
February but another heart attack delayed the 
ceremony until mid-May. Only Miss VYilson’s 
parents from Shoshone and two physicians at- 
tended. 

For the next three years the aging tycOon 
and his attractive young wife were seldom seen 
in public. ‘hey lived quietly in the Beverly 
Hills mansion he had presen:ed her as a wedding 
gift. The glamour of Hollywood had not changed 
her. The third Mrs. McCormick was dewoted to 
her husband, never leaving his side. 

The idyll ended suddenly in 1941 when Mc- 
Cormick was stricken with another heart attack 
and died. In his will he left her approximately 
$3,000,000 of his $8,500,000 estate, plus large 
stock holdings. The remainder went to his son, 
Fowler, and two daughters, Mathilde and Muriel. 

Many months passed before Adah Wilson 
McCormick reappeared in public. When she did 
it was for a quiet dinner or theatre party with 
close friends. She was lonely for the man who 
had filled her life so completely. 

On one occasion when she entertained friends 
from Chicago she asked her attorney and good 
friend, William O’Connor, to bring an extra man 
to fill out the dinner twosomes. 

As fate had brought McCormick into her life 
at the Harlow party, this time it brought George 
Tait, II, of Richmond, Va., son of a consul gen- 
eral in Britain and an aeronautical engineer.

two weeks after McCormick’s death they were 
married in Phoenix, Ariz. In three years a son 
was born. 

Then, early in 1948, the Taits took a seven 
months’ tour of Europe. Upon their arrival back 
home, without warning on Nov. 18, ,Adah, 
through her attorney, the same Mr. O’Connor 
who had introduced them, filed suit against Tait, 
charging extreme cruelty. : 

At the recent hearing Mrs. Tait said: 

“My husband quit work four months after 
we were married and hasn’t worked since. 

‘“‘He was courteous towards my friends of 
wealth and prominence, but he was openly rude 
to close friends who were working people.”’ 

She also revealed that shortly after their 
marriage she had set up a life trust fund of 
$190,000 for her husband. It was irrevocable and 
paid Tait around $600 a month. 

Tait did not contest the suit and Mrs. Tait 
received her decree and full custody of their 
child. However, Tait was ordered to contribute 
$350 a month to his son’s support from the sum 
he received each month from’ the fabulous Mc- 
Cormick fortune. 

After the divorce Mrs. Tait went back to 
the scene of her happy life with McCormick, to 
care for her child.

T 77, Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen was a big 
A blustery fellow, proud of his aircraft and 

tobacco millions, angry because an ailing 
leg kept him from visiting his stables or gunning 
his pheasants, worried by the plight of his 
cherished England and looking very little like a 
perennial Prince Charming. 


Yet, with his death not long ago at his home, 
Sunningdale Park, near the Ascot racetrack, the 
bequest of his $5,400,000 estate to a red-haired ex- 
ballerina reminded his fellow Britons that Sir 
“Hugo had spent the latter half of a long lifetime 
in lavishing fortunes on obscure but alluring 
American and British ladies whose twinkling toes 
fitted the silver slipper of his fancy. 


Marjorie Daw, the one-time dancer, was the 
last to benefit from his largesse. Shortly before 
his death, she adopted his name, to be Known as 
Marjorie Cunliffe-Owen. She explained that she 
did that to please him. 


Marjorie had known the baronet for 13 years. 
They had a mutual interest in spiritualism, which 
was enhanced when Sir Hugo became convinced 
that he was receiving “messages” from a son 
killed in ‘the war. : 


Her gilded coach-and-four, however, faced the 
possibility of reverting to a pumpkin, since Sir 
Hugo’s, widow sued to break the will. 


IR HUGO’S whole life, starting with his birth 
halfway between the Egyptian mummies and 
the Sung pottery, had a certain fairy-tale quality. 
His father, Sir Philip, who was knighted twice for 
his scholarly researches, was curator of Kensing- 
ton Museum in London: and was married to 
Countess Jennie von Richtenstein, who had been 
lady-in-waiting at the German court. Hugo, who 
arrived rather suddenly, was born in the museum. 
As a youth he tried to join the Royal Engineers 
but was rejected because of an old bicycle injury: 
so he became a civil engineer instead. He was 
working for a railroad when he met and married 
Connie Rhoades, who came into the world in a log 
cabin in New Zealand. 

When his sister married a wealthy tobacco 
man, Hugo got a job with a tobacco company in 
the United States. His boundless energy made 
him the right-hand man of the company’s presi- 
dent. By this time money was flowing in and 
cabin-born Connie was ensconced in a mansion in 
London’s fashionable Mayfair, Hugo didn’t think 
she graced his menage sufficiently and divorced 
her in 1907 with a substantial settlement. 

His second marriage, in a Massachusetts 
‘Gretna Green on New Year’s.Eve, Dec. 31, 1918, 
had plenty of fanfare, despite attempts to keep it 
secret. Hugo had crossed the Atlantic 46 times to 
tend to his business.affairs in this country and 
had been Americanized to such an extent that a 
friend insisted he “spoke three times as fast as 
the average Englishman.” He was 48, susceptible 
and reputedly worth $40,000,000. 

Newspapers learned of the wedding belatedly, 
but gave it a big spread. They told of the im- 
pressive party of 20 which had.motored from 
New York City to Dudley, Mass., where the cere- 
mony was performed in a memorial chapel. 

The beautiful 22-year-old bride was identified 
as Helen Elizabeth Oliver of Manhattan, whose 
parents, “said to have been of/social distinction 
and wealth,”-were dead. Since nobody seemed to 
know Helen Elizabeth, society accorded her the 
proper amount of envy and promptly forgot about 
her as soon as the newlyweds left for England by 
way of California. , 


Y 1920, when the Cunliffe-Owens returned to 

New York, England had recognized the bride- 
groom’s business acumen by making him a 
baronet. As Sir Hugo was strolling down Fifth 
Avenue, a process server tapped him on the 
shoulder and handed him a summons in a $500,- 
000 alienation suit brought by Marvelle C. (Monte) 
Brice, a songwriter. 

The Cunliffe-Owens left at onee for London, 
terminating what was to have been a six-month 
stay, and in a few days everyone who read a 
newspaper knew that Helen Elizabeth, who had 
once been called Mazie, was a Cinderella indeed. 

When she was 18 years old, Mazie Oliver re- 
alized that she had a pretty face, a trim figure, a 
pleasing voice and practically no future if she 
stayed in the little industrial town of Washington, 
near Pittsburgh, Pa., where she was born in a 
Jaborer’s cottage.

she made an excellent living in Manhattan’s cloth- 
ing industry. , 

During her lush years she had profitably spon- 
sored a French artist named Costa Pilides, and in 
the course of -her professional art interest she 
acquired a 13th century madonna. When depres- 
sion set in she decided to sell it. A friend wanted 
to sell a cup emade by Benvenuto Cellini. They 
decided England would be the best market for 
such objets d’art, so Mauricia packed the cup and 
the painting and a couple of trunks. and sailed 
on the next boat. 

London society tentatively accepted her at her 
face value, which was high. She began to move in 
some of the best circles and among the country 
places at which she spent week,ends was Sunning- 
dale Park. Si 

When Mazie Oliver Cunliffe-Owen died in 1934 
after an operation, Mauricia motored out to the 
estate to look after the children while Sir Hugo 
attended to the funeral arrangements. She did 
such an excellent job that the bereaved husband 
asked’ her to stay on for a while. Some time later, 
he proposed to her. 

He was 64 then and she was 34. She accepted 
and there was to be a big church wedding, but 
when Sir Hugo applied for the marriage license 
he had to admit that he had a divorced wife who 
was still living. That was the first Mauricia heard 


of Connie. The disclosure didn’t distress her, but . 
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His Widow Thought Sir 
Hugo's Bequest Too Gen- 
erous When It Named a 
Lady Not His Wife as the 
Principal Beneficiary 
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it did interfere with their plans for an elaborate 
church wedding. They were married quietly at 
Caxton Hall Registry in London in April, 1935. 

Sir Hugo had become @hairman of the board 
of a huge tobacco company. He had founded Cun- 
liffe-Owen Aircraft, Ltd., a flourishing concern. 
He was a director of the Midland Bank and had 
his hand in various other enterprises. 


IS horses raced in all the principal English 

meetings. When Felstead, a 33 to 1 shot, won 
the Derby in 1928, he refused an American offer 
of $500,000 for the thoroughbred. King Salmon, 
also from his stables, was second in the Derby 
in 1933. 

Mauricia*ran the Cunliffe-Owen household as 
efficiently as Sir Hugo handled his business af- 
fairs. -She kept a staff of servants busy tidy- 
ing up the 17 master bedrooms, the 17 guest 
rooms, the nurseries and the drawing rooms. 
She saw that the yacht was overhauled every 
spring and properly manned and _ provisioned. 
When she discovered that Sunningdale Park’s 
gardens and orchards cost $34,000 a year to op- 
erate, she capitalized on their commercial possi- 
bilities and made them pay for themselves. 

Scarcely a week end went by that royalty 
wasn’t entertained at Sunningdale Park, but

Mauricia still had plenty of time for the children, 
who loved her and called her “Fuzzy.” When they 
were old enough to have bedrooms of their own, 
she converted the nurseries into a luxurious 
motion. picture theatre. Chit-chat magazines 
called her “the best stepmother in England.” 


The year he married Mauricia, Sir Hugo met 
the red-haired dancer, Marjorie Daw, who was the 
same age as his bride. Marjorie was deeply in- 
terested in spiritualism, a subject in which the 
elderly baronet soon became interested, too. She 
had a flat in London. 


Throughout their married life, Mauricia won- 
dered why her husband found it necessary to go 
to London every day. 

“You ought to get a more efficient secretary,” 
she said. “Surely your appointments could be con- 
fined to two or three days a week.”’. 

“No, my dear,” Sir Hugo insisted. “My secre- 
tary is all right. You just don’t understand.” 

She understood in 1946 when, she said, she hap- 
pened across “a whole bal” of love letters that 
Sir Hugo had received from Marjorie. Confronted 
with the @vidence, he asked for a divorce and 
agreed to settle $400,000 on her. 


THERE was a legal separation and, still friendly, 
they left for the: United States*on the same 
liner. En route Sir Hugo collapsed and nearly 
died. Mauricia nursed him through the siege, 
whereupon, she says, he told her he thought she 
was entitled to $800,000 more for the divorce. 
She returned to England and sued, but with- 
drew the action after he changed his mind and 
decided not to make any settlement at all. So, 
late in 1947, Lady Cunliffe-Owen came back “for 
good” to the land of her birth. She still had the 
13th century madonna, and she had half a million 
dollars in jewels, more than that in cash and what 
she considered a legal lien on a large estate. 


Sir Hugo died five days after her arrival. A 
month later a woman, who called herself Marjorie 
Cunliffe-Owen, reported to Scotland Yard the 
theft of $80,000 worth of jewels from Sunningdale 
Park. Someone, she said, had climbed into the 
place and taken the gems without arousing her, 
her ten servants or her five dogs. 
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All the jewels, she announced, had been given 
her by Sir Hugo over the years, but the one she 
prized most was a ruby ring. 

“He gave it to me on St. Valentine’s Day,” she 
said, “and that was a very, very special occasion 
for us.” She didn’t say why. 

While the authorities were still looking for the 
jewels, Sir Hugo’s will was filed. It disposed of 
a fortune which had shrunk to $5,412,000, and, 
after inheritance taxes had been paid, to a net of 
$2,000,000. Half of this went immediately to Mar- 
jorie, who said she had legally changed her name 
to Cunliffe-Owen four months before at Sir 
Hugo’s insistence. 

A quarter was to be held in trust for her for 
life and the balance—$500,000—could be given 
to the children “at her discretion.” 

The oldest son, Hugo, Jr., called Mego, was 
killed in the war. The other son and the two 
daughters are married, live near Sunningdale 
Park, and are reported to be “very friendly” with 
Marjorie. 

Mauricia, Sir Hugo’s widow, who wasn’t men- 
tioned in the will, filed two suits—one against 
the executors and the other against Marjorie, 
charging enticement. 

“If it’s the last thing I do,” she said recently, 
“I’m going to see that Sir Hugo’s money goes 
where it properly belongs. It’s the children I’m 
thinking of, believe me,”

O TRIBULATIONS and hardships merely

She wrote:

And I’ve got you. Oh, my darling, oh, my pops, 
popsie, darling, my beautiful, handsome, intelli- 
gent pops. I adore you, always, eternally.” 

Those and many other letters that had been 
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exchanged between Buelah ing 
Louise Overell and Bud ell 
Gollum were read a year 
ago to a jury in Los An- 
geles while the 18-year-old 
heiress and her 21-year-old 
suitor were being tried on 
charges of murdering her 
parents on their yacht. 

Some of the messages 
were so ardent that mit- 
dle-aged jurors blushed, 
and all of the letters. pro- 
fessed a devotion that would never die, but the 
other day the erstwhile’ sweethearts spoke of 
each.other with a lack of interest. 


Bud was only three months old when he made 
his first voyage on the yacht of his grandfather, 
George H. Rector, former commodore of the 
Catalina Yacht Club. While he was in college 
he met Louise, ‘whose parents also owned a 
yacht, the Mary-E. They appeared to be as 
deeply in love as it is possible to be when, on 
March 15, 1947, an explosion on the Mary E. 
sheok:. the dock and surrounding structures at 
Newport Beach and, presumably, killed Louise’s 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Walter E. Overell. 


When the boat was raised, however, it was 
discovered that. Overell had been bludgeoned to 
death and his wife had died of multiple skull 
fractures. Bud and Louise were charged with mur- 
der." They had set their wedding date for April 
30 in spite of parental opposition, and the state 
contended they were so eager for the $500,000 
Overell fortune they would do anything to get it. 


The trial lasted 19 weeks—one of the long- 
est criminal trials in American court history. 
At its start Bud and Louise were still exchang- 
ing their ardént notes. When it ended—with 
their acquittal—they turned their backs on each 
other and went their separate ways. Nineteen 
weeks in a courtroom had killed a love that was 
to have lasted a lifetime. 

Bud, a junior majoring in journalism at Los 
Angeles City College, was only mildly inter- 
ested recently when he was informed'that Louise 
had announced her engagement to Robert Can- 
non, a Los Angeles policeman who was an Air 
Force gunnery instructor during the war. 

When love was young and prison—or even 
death—was an imminent possibility, Bud had 
written, ‘Is there something you want me to 
do for you? Walk off a cliff? Through fire? 
Kill a lion, shoot myself, anything?” but when 
told Louise was engaged to another man, he 
said, very stiffly and formally: 

“That’s fine. I have no regrets and I will 
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always be glad that I once knew and cared f

T WAS well past three in the morning when 
Marie Hays, 19-year-old Simmons College 
sophomore, snuggled drowsily into her pillow 
and let her mind dwell on the romantic high 
spots of the previous evening’s dance at Boston’s 
Copley Plaza Hotel.

The doctor diagnosed a severe case of influ- 
enza and offered the hope that she would recover 


her hearing. After a few weeks, she did recover . 


her hearing to some extent—but not enough to 
continue her college career. So she returned to 
her home in Cleveland. . 

Then followed months of visiting ear- spe- 
cialists, all of whom looked grave. She was 
warned that her deafness appeared to be the

type that-usually becomes progressively worse. 
One by one, familiar sounds might vanish, until 
she reached the time when she would be unable 
to hear anything whatever. Nevertheless, she 
refused to give up hope. She kept believing that 
somewhere, somehow, she would find a cure. 

In her recent book, “Hearing Is Believing” 
(World Publishing Company, N. Y.), she reveals 
that with reluctance and complete secrecy, she 
learned lip reading. 

The accomplishment frequently helped her 
out of tight spots, but it let her down dismally 
at a house party where she was attracted to a 
young man named Stephen. Impressed by the 
way Marie listened while he talked (she was 
reading his lips), he asked her to let him read 
her some poetry. Unfortunately (not knowing 
she was hard-of-hearing) he chose to read by 
firelight and sat in a corner where Marie couldn’t 
watch his face. After a féw minutes of hopeless 
ear-strajning she fled from the room in tears. 

That, and other disconcerting experiences, 
however, failed to convince Marie.that the med- 
ical verdict was right and some day she would 
be shut out from the rest of the world by a great 
wall of silence. 

Eventually Marie went to Vienna where she 
consulted an internationally famous specialist. 
The treatments he administered offered some 
temporary hearing improvement, and encour- 
agement- that was equally temporary. 

It was during her stay in Austria that Marie 
fell in love with Henry Heiner, a young Amer- 
ican paint salesman. When he asked her to 
marry him she told him of the noisy little 
“cricket”’ that seemed always to chirp inside her 
head as a warning of increasing deafness, 

Henry Heiner was not dismayed. 

After their marriage the young cduple set- 
tled in Cleveland and the bride was determined 
to hide her affliction. Henry conspired with her. 
Whenever he was present he made sure that 
she understood what went on around her. 

It was when Marie attended a Fritz Kreisler 
concert and closed her eyes to give her full at- 
tention to her favorite VienneSe waltz that she 
finally had to admit to herself that the dreaded 
silence was actually closing in upon her. 

Tears rolled down her cheeks as she thought 
she might never again be able to enjoy a concert. 

A few months.later, while on the golf course, 
playing the game at which she always excelled, 
she was hit by a golf ball because she failed to 
hear the warning shout of ‘‘Fore.” . 

Then, working in her own home one day, 
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she was startled when she turned around and 
discovered a neighbor’s child in her dining room 
mischievously smashing ber china. Again Marie 
hadn’t heard a sound. That experience caused 
her to become obsessed with the idea of locking 
doors, lest burglars come in unheeded.

‘Look, Sister,” he said, “‘a touch 


ist’'s Devotion to a 
New Ideal.

AY after day, Henri Matisse sat at his law 
D clerk’s desk and fretted. What a dull 
occupation for a vigorous 20-year-gld man 
seeking dutifully to follow his father’s wishes! 
The year was 1890 and young Henri was 
heading for a legal career not to his liking. He 
might have become a _.good lawyer had not a 
prolonged illness_steered him into a new channel 
that brought him both fame and denunciation as 
creator of a new style of painting. 

Turning to art as a recreation during con- 
valeseence, Henri forever abandoned law and 
chained himself to the easel. He copied the old 
masters, created in traditional form, but, as he 
-had rebelled against law, so he rebelled against 
the established classics. , 

Married and the father of three, he struggled 
to support his family on the pittances derived 
from mediocre copies that galled him mightily. 
In lean times Mme. Matisse sold hats. 

At one time Henri. toyed with the idea of 
painting in the Impressionist and Cubist manner, 
but later renounced those rebellious movements. 
Then, while examining one of his traditional 
works that might bring in enough to pay the 
butcher bill, he made an abrupt decision. He 
destroyed the canvas and vowed to forsake the 
old masters for good, 

Setting out on a new track, he became the 
leader of a group which critics labeled “Les 
Fauves,” or “wild beasts,” and launched into an 
experimental style, a riot of eye-smiting colors 
and distorted design that was to lay in large 
part the foundation for grotesque modern 
painting. 

He was snowed under with ridicule. But as 
the years passed, the quiet, dignified man not

He once begged an inter- 
viewing? American _§re- 
porter: 

“Please tell the Amer- 
ican people [I am a normal 
man; that I am a devoted 
husband and father; that 
I have three fine children; 
that I go to the theater, 
ride horseback, have a 
comfortable home, a fine 
garden... just like any 
man.” 

He never relinquished his faith in traditional 
form as the nucleus in any new art venture and 
was always fearful lest he be included in the 
lunatic fringe of brush experimenters. 

He settled on the Riviera during World War 


‘I. Caught in Paris as the Germans neared it in 


1940, he fled to Vence on the Riviera by taxi and 
painted as the war raged on. 

Last year, at the age of 78, the bewhiskered, 
bespectacled artist fell slightly ill and Sister 
Jacques, a nun of the Dominican convent, St. 
Paul de Vence, tended him. 

She had known him before she joined the 
religious order and had posed for him once. 

Shyly one day she approached her old friend 
with a sheaf of sketches under her arm. 

“They are sketches for decorating a new 
chapel we will build,” she explained. “Will... 
would you look at them?” 

The question came hesitantly, for Matisse 
had in the main painted grotesque nudes, still 
life, lopsided interiors and jumbled landscapes. 
Would it be possible to interest him in religious 
murals? He had never, to say the least, painted 
religious subjects. 

Matisse looked them over. “You did these?” 
he asked. The little nun, eyes sparkling, bobbed 
her head. “They are very good,” said the old man, 

“They are for God,” Sister Jacques said. 

Matisse pored over the sketches. “Yes, they

E police department poster made her cry. 

She paused beside it —a slight, fair girl 
on a busy street in Malden, Mass. — and as 

she read the words, the message seemed for her. 

It said: ‘‘For harmony and happiness in your 
home, visit the Domestic Relations Clinic at 
Police Headquarters.”’ 

She was dabbing her eyes when Police Com- 
missioner James M. McDermod stopped at her 
side and spoke gently. 
¢ “I’ve been watching you,” he told her. “Do 
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Many a Home on the Verge of a Tragic 
Break-Up Has Been Saved by the 


Domestic Relations Clinic of a

you need help?” She nodded. 

That encounter, recently, changed her whole 
life and the lives of those she loved. It made 
her one of the hundreds whose sad homes have 
been brightened by the Malden Domestic Rela- 
tions Clinic. 

She went to the clinic, composed of a priest, 
a minister, a rabbi, a judge, a psychiatrist and 
a domestic relations officer, and said: 

“My mother drinks and gambles. She wastes 
most of Dad’s money. They are always arguing. 
There’s never any peace at home. My brother 
ran away and I want to run away, too. 

“T don’t even dare bring my friends home. 
I'd be disgraced.”’ 

It wasn’t a case as hopeless, however, as it 
looked. The clinic’s object is to seek a practical 
solution of eech individual problem. Its mem- 
bers (the Rev. James B. Welch, the Rev. Bel- 
mont Hilk Rabbi Aaron Decter, Dr. Milton Wall, 
Judge Lawrence G. Brooks and Domestic Rela- 
tions Officer Francis Dillon) talked with both 
the mother and father of the girl. 

They found that the woman's basic problem 
was boredom. Psychiatric treatments were paid 
for by the City of Malden. These disclosed that 
she didn’t know what to do, now that her chil- 
dren were grown up. She'd once been a secre- 
tary. She was advised to return to work. 

That changed her entire outlook on life, 
The home was saved. 

Since Malden’s clinic was established, the 
town, within the last year, has won the distinc- 
tion of having fewer divorces per capita than 
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any other New England town with more than 
60,000 population. , 
The Police Commissioner started the good 
work by assigning a sergeant and a special 
officer to look after happiness in Malden homes. 
They have visited hundreds of families and the 
city has spent thousands of dollars to unite 
estranged couples or hold together others who 
have been on the point of separating. 
When police advice doesn’t solve a problem, 
the clinic takes over. ; 
One couple had a record of quarreling 
nightly. Commissioner McDermod visited them. 
He found them defiant, but he persuaded them 
to attend the clinic. : 
‘‘My husband always embarrasses me before 
friends,” the wife said. ‘Once he struck me.” 
“I don’t think my wife loves me,” the hus- 
band said. 
The clinic found its practical solution in their 
four-year-old son, who was afraid of both parents. 
“This is no environment for the child.” the 
clinic members held. “Unless the bickering 
stops, the city will take him away from you.” 
The strategy worked. The quarreling couple 
fearful that they’d lose their son, made up. 
Relative trouble brought another couple be- 
fore the clinic. The husband was a prominent. 
Boston merchant who lived in Malden. His wife 
was executive secretary of a Back Bay society. 
Neither spoke to the other when they arrived 
at the clinic at the invitation of Commissioner

McDermod. They were planning a divorce. 

The wife, 20 vears younger than her hus- 
band, blamed his relatives for their trouble.

avvay that the husband’s relatives couldn’t drop

exacted promises from them to stay home, 

“Three hours later, I received a letter signed 
by the husband and wife,’’ Commissioner McDer- 
riod said recently. “They wrote that .they’d 
discontinued their divorce plans and were never 
happier.” 

A 19-year-old wife, with a two-month-old 
daughter, wanted a divorce.¢ 

“Why do you want to be free of your hus- 
band?” the board ‘asked her. 

“He doesn’t appeal to me any more.” 

The board, after several long talks with her, 


‘concluded that the difficulty didn’t lie in the 


young husband’s lack of appeal but in his un- 
steady income. It got him a better job, and 
the couple were reunited. : 

Another young husband told: Commissioner 
McDermod that in a moment of anger, when 
he and his wife had been quarreling over their 
budget, he had ordered her out of the house. 
She’d taken him at his word, and had left. 

“That was three months ago,” he said. “Now 
our children are asking -for her all the time. 
They want her’ back and so do I. She's living 
with a girl friend and when I try to visit her, 
she won't see me.” 

The Commissioner sent an officer 10 
York City to urge the young wife.to retarn 
her family. At first she was indignant; > 
when she learned that. both her husband 
the children were miserable without her, 
broke down in tears. i 

“I’ve wanted to be back with them, she 
said. “But I was afraid they hated me. M) 
husband said I was a failure as a homemaker 
and I thought they’d be better off without oe 

“Will you go back home?” the officer asked.- 

“I'll start today,” she answered. 

The clinic board doesn’t offer any snap judg- 
ment. Sometimes it works weeks with families. 
Its mainstay is common sense blended with an 
understanding of human frailty. 

Malden, with its mayor, Fred Lamson, 
of it. Middle-aged, graying Commissioner 
Dermod is the power behind the scenes. 

He is a family man, himself. He has 
children and eight grandchildren.

HE rifleman had been waiting for quite a 
while, judging from the way his feet had 
scuffed the carefully kept grass and the 

marks left on the cross bar of the trellis by his 
army carbine. 


But his target for that night—June 20, 1947 
——was worth the waiting. The target was Ben- 
jamin (Bugsy) Siegel, Public Enemy No. 1 in the 
police records; Private Enemy No. 1 in the 
secret books of the underworld that he had tried 
to intimidate, rob and double cross. 


The rifleman outside the Beverly Hills man- 
sion didn’t hear the click of the lock as Siegel 
inserted his key in the front door shortly before 
midnight; it was a comparatively soft gold key, 
made from a block of precious metal given him 
by his wife shortly before their divorce. True 
to his double-dealing code, Siegel had used it to 
shape the key to the home of his girl friend, 
Virginia Hill, Cinderella of the Syndicate. 

Siegel’s number was up, but he didn’t know 
it. On the other hand, his girl friend, Virginia 
Hill, knew it—all too well. 
She knew so much else, too,- 
that she seemed to have been 
convinced that her nuraber 
was also up and her life be- 
came one frantic round of reck- 
less parties, in city after city, 
as she tried to escape from the 
dread that pursued her, day 
and night. 

It was appropriate that Sie- 
gel, at 42, should die in luxuri- 
ous surroundings provided by j 
Virginia, who at 32 was old in { a 
the ways of the world. He : 
was snatching purses from old 
ladies on New York’s teeming 
West Side while she was get- 
ting spending money by sell- 
ing her school books in Bes- 
semer, Ala. 

He was torturing and Kkill- 
ing rival gangsters while she 
was running away to. Chicago 
to meet big shots of the Ca- 
pone gang. 

When Siegel was driven out 
of New York and welcomed in 
Hollywood it was only natural 
that they should team up; es- 
pecially after Virginia Hill had 
spent $7,500 in one evening at 
a nightclub. They had two 
things in common: Neither had 
ever worked for a living more 
than a few weeks, and neither 
ever lacked for money, coming 
from sources undisclosed. 

Siegel felt complacent and 
well fed that late evening of 
June 20, 1947, when he let him- 
self: into the Beverly Hills 
showplace, switched, on the 
drawing room lights and set- 
tled down with the papers on

Hill, and Virginia’s secretary, 
Jerri Mason; went upstairs. 
Allen Smiley stayed down in 
the room with the Boss, Siegel. 

The rifleman at the trellis 
took aim and squéezed the 
trigger. 

Siegel’s carefully barbered 
head jerked with the impact. 
of the first .30 calibre~ bullet 
in the’ temple; the rest of the 
volley was unnecessary. When 
Smiley turned around, Bugsy 
Siegel was dead. 

Who was the killer and who 
ordered the execution? i. 

New York and Chicago po- “— 
lice snorted at the question. a

ger into a buzz saw you can’t 


tell which tooth hit it,” one veteran officer said. ” 


“This rat, Siegel, didn’t have a friend in the 
world outside of a couple of movie stars. He 
double crossed everybody in the narcotics racket, 
not to mention bookmaking and slot machines. 
Finally, he tried to shake down the Syndicate 
for $2,000,000 so he could keep running his 
Flamingo Hotel and Casino in Las Vegas, Nev. 

‘Who killed him? Well, you might say he 
killed himself, by degrees. The process started 
in New York when he got to be a big shot in 
a West Side mob. He had a gang that would 
break the arm of a man they had never seen for 
as little as $10; kill a stranger for $50. 

“Siegel was the boss, but he wasn’t content 
to give orders and collect the fee.. He had to see 
the victim suffer, sometimes die. 

‘He liked to do the job himself. That’s how 
he got the name of ‘Bugsy.’ Other mobsters said 
he was crazy to take such chances, but Siegel

seemed to delight in hurting people—as long as 
he couldn’t get hurt in the process, 

“He had a hand in the vice racket and, as a 
kid, he stole from blind men’s cups. Any one of 
a thousand persons had a reason for killing him 
and would have if they could. But— 

“If vou really want some information, talk 
to Virginia Hill.”’ 

Several weeks before the slaying, Virginia 
Hill knew, or guessed, that Bugsy Siegel had 
been condemned to death by the underworld 
supreme court. On May 5, she took an overdose 
of sleeping pills and when Siegel called to see 
her in Las Vegas hospital she screamed at him: 

“Get out! Get out before they kill you!” 


THAT was when she started for Paris and it was 

in Paris, drinking champagne on a house boat, 
that reporters found her. She couldn’t remem- 
ber warning Siegel to flee; she couldn’t recall his 
being associated with the Syndicate. 

“I do remember ouf last quarrel,” she said 
suddenly, and reporters waited with poised pen- 
cils for the sensational disclosure. “We were in 
his hotel, the Flamingo, and were ready to go to 
dinner and I noticed his shirt was soiled. He 
refused to change and so—and so we parted.” 

Some time later, French authorities received 
a cablegram from Beverly Hills police. It read: 

“Two gunmen believed en route from United 
States to kill Virginia Hill.” 

The tomboy from Alabama resorted to sleep- 
ing pills again. When she recovered she remem- 


. bered something else, changing her statement 


that she and Siegel were merely friends. 
“I took the sleeping pills,’ Virginia sighed, 
“because of my great love for Mr. Siegel.”

Then she went to the Riviera where a parade 
of French playboys tried to help her forget. 

There was no-rest for the exotic expatriate in 
France. Again she resorted to sleeping pills, and 
again she fled—this time to Miami. 

Police guarded her in Florida, until she 
bought a $6,500 automobile and drove to Mex- 
ico. Her native land was “too hot.” 

Meantime, New York police. added a new 
motive for the murder of Siegel, the former purse 
snatcher and mugger. 

Some time before his sudden death, a gang of 
hoodlums -from Siegel’s old 
West Side neighborhood hi- 
jacked a truck in a Brooklyn 
garage. It was supposed to 
be laden with an innocuous 
pain - killer, a commodity 
readily convertible into cash, 
and it was. 

But they found some- 
thing else in the vehicle as 
they unloaded it in an aux- 
iliary garage. 

They found three cases of morphine! 

To these gangsters, unacquainted with the 
dope section of the underworld, they were so 
many cases of dynamite, but the bolder of the 
hijackers made hesitant inquiries around town. 
“You got morphine?” one man asked. “See 
Siegel.”’ 7 

Siegel, contacted in Hollywood, took over 
the arrangements, according to the police theory. 

The drug, with a retail value of $300,000, 
found its way into the dope market and terrific 
repercussions followed. 

The stolen morphine, it developed, had been

the property of the Syndicate—that underworld 
corporation with members of the Luciano and 
Capone mobs on its board of directors, which 
also included Bugsy Siegel. Siegel, in effect, 
had stolen from his own corporation, 


An emissary was sent to Beverly Hills to 
“reason with” the arrogant Siegel and arrange 
for a settlement of the proceeds. Siegel slapped 
his face, told him to “go home and quit bother- 
ing grown men.” 


That may have been another reason why 
death flew through the window of Virginia’s 
Beverly Hills mansion. 

But, despite spasmodic claims that the case 
was nearing solution, discussions still ended 
with the hopeful wish: 

If only Virginia Hill would talk! 


VIRGINI A HILL talked in her latest retreat in 

Mexico City—but not about the Siegel exe- 
cution. She was even more vivacious than usual 
the night she took over Chavez Place and spent 
$4,600 for liquor alone. 

“I gave myself a farewell party,’ she ex- 
plained. “But now it appears I cannot leave for 
the States after all. So many people want to 
entertain me.”’ 

She talked as though she wasn’t even listen- 
ing to herself; her wide-set eyes kept wandering 
around the smoky room as Bricktop, favorite of 
Paris nightclubs a generation ago, went into one 
of her rowdy songs. 

Virginia had a quick, forced smile for each of 
the current procession of men favorites, includ- 
ing several youths well con- 
nected with Mexican officials 
and politicians. Then she 
went on, in a jittery chant: 

“I just can’t get away. 
Whenever I start to _ go, 
someone else throws a party 
for me and I must stay to 
attend. I just can’t get 
away.” 

“Where will you go when 
you do leave here?’ a re- 
porter asked. 

The eyes clouded and a look of bewilderment 
spread over the generously proportioned features. 

“Why, I really don’t know.” 

Where could she go to find security—this 32- 
year-old woman who knew too much? How 
could she obliterate that mental picture of the 
open window, the rifleman outside, the angry 
spat of the bullets that killed Public Enemy 
No. 1, the man who confided in her? ‘ 

Virginia Hill, the unpredictable; was expected 
to do almost anything upon her departure from 
Mexico, long overdue. 

“You never know about her,” one of her 
close associates sighed. ‘‘She’s liable to stick 
out her chin and go back to the United States, 
where a lot of people representing the law and 
breaking the law would be glad to meet her. 

“She’s liable to pop up in Paris, again, or 
Buenos Aires. And then, of course, she might 
meet death—sudden death. Nobody can live 
forever under the strain that’s made her jumpy.” 


ROBABLY nobody in the world has held as 
many secrets—laden with dynamite and sud- 
den death if exposed—as did Virginia Hill during 
the last ten years. Who killed whom, and why? 
Who ran the dope across the Mexican border, 
where did it go? Who is the man to see in any 
given city. if you want to start a horse parlor, or 
become a bookmaker? 

Federal agents and law enforcement officers 
in various states, counties and cities wanted .to 
know the answers to those questions. Virginia 
Hill, because of her long and close contact with 
mobsters such as Siegel, was believed to have the 
answers. On the other end of the tug-of-war, 
with her in the middle, was the underworld; the 
Syndicate, anxious to make sure she never pro- 


- vided the answers. 


The nights hadn’t been so bad for her, what 
with the crowds of hangers-on, the steady fléw 
of champagne, the songs and the music and the 
artificial gaiety. 

In between parties, however, the fears and 
the uncertainties and the dread of being left 
alone kept driving her again to the sleeping pills 
in Mexico, as in Las Vegas and Paris. 

They brought her oblivion. Maybe, in the 
minutes during which she was sliding into com- 
plete forgetfulness regarding a taut present and 
a terrifying future, she had her dreams of child- 
hood in Bessemer, Ala, and Marietta, Ga. 

Maybe she had the memory of Grandma Reid, 
rocking on the porch and looking up at Kenesaw 
Mountain and recalling the bloody battle of the 
Civil War she had witnessed as a girl. 

“Sometimes,” Grandma Reid would say, 
“seems like the poor creatures are still wander- 
ing hereabouts, looking for shelter and a place 
where they would be safe.” 

Then the memory. of the grubby faced little 
girl clinging to grandma’s apron and Grandma 
Reid’s reassurance: 

“Don’t carry on so, Ginny. A body would 
think you’re scared of the ghosts of dead men!”

Consequentiy many persons in England were 
still interested in the search for Daisy Alexan- 
der’s $14,500,000 will. ' 

Daisy was the third daughter of Isaac Singer, 
an American manufacturer who made a tremen- 
dous fortune, retired to England, married three 
times and had 21 children. Daisy’s share of the 
estate was enough so that in 1907, when she 
made her first will, she estimated her wealth 
at $2,000,000. 

It grew over the years at the rate of about 
$200,000 annually but Daisy apparently didn’t 
worry-about the provisions of her testament 
until the early ‘30s, when she was left out of 
the will of her sister, Mrs. Florence Adelaide 
Pratt, who changed her beneficiaries almost as 
often as she changed her clothes. — 

During the next few years Daisy’s attorney, 
Barry Cohen, was asked to draw up five differ- 
ent wills with blank spaces for the names of 
the beneficiaries and the amounts to be received. 
Servants said later that they had been called in 
to witness her signature gn two of the docu- 
ments, but they did not know who benefited. 

Nevertheless, when Daisy died of a heart at- 
tack in 1940 after a bomb had exploded near 
her London home, the only will that could be 
found was the one executed in 100%. Aliti:ough 


_ part of it was missing and it disposed of less 


than a seventh of her estate, it was accepted bv 
the court and a niece and nephew were named 
administrators, 

There still seemed to be some doubt about 
the disposal of the rest of the property, which 
might eventually revert to the crown, but 
prospective heirs began to appear from all over 
the world. Their claims received no recognition 
until the other day when, after a new court 
decision on the validity of long-lost wills, Law- 
yer Cohen announced that another search would 
be made for Daisy’s last testament. ; 

An amazing assortment of volunteers sprang 
into action, although their ef orts were ham- 
pered somewhat by the fact that Daisy’s town 
house at 13 Grosvenor Square had been taken 
over by the staff of the Ministry of Town and 


Country Planning. 
Fred Liston, a businessman whose hobby is 
clairvoyance, spent two hours going over the 
walls with sensitive fingers in an attempt to feel 
“clairvovant vibrations.” Office workers were 
both amused and annoyed, but a large crowd 
gathered outside to learn what he had found.

EMPTATION to murder may

The captain proved coopera- 
tive; when the vessel sailed two days later, 
Thomas, having paid half fare, was working in 
the steerage as an assistant steward. 

Arrived in New York, he became panicky at 
the thought of losing the young master in this 
vast land. Therefore, while Diedrich was absent, 
he communicated with Kurt, then saw him at 
his hotel. 

He told his story, beseeched the lad not to 
let Diedrich know of his presence, and promised 
never to bother him in any way. 

“All I ask,” he said “is that you keep in 
touch with me’ 

Characteristically, Kurt took all this quite 
gaily, but gave the asked-for pledges. 


OUR days later, when the two youngsters reg- 

istered at the Weddell House in Cleveland, 
Thomas was already established there as a 
night porter.

A day or so later, Diedrich had lunch with 
Kurt at the Planters’. He soon discovered that 
the newspaper item had not come to his friend’s 
attention.

Kurt remarked that he had been feeling 
poorly for several days, whereat Diedrich sug- 
gested that they go away together on a short 
holiday. 

Two days later, having been granted leaves 
of absence, they went to a hotel in Alton, IIL, 
about 20 miles north of St Louis. Kurt went 
to bed immediately, leaving to his companion 
the business of registering. 

In the morning, Kurt reported that he felt 
better already. A few. days’ rest, he said, and 
he’d be fit as a fiddle. 

“Splendid!” exclaimed Diedrich. Then he 
casually inquired, ‘“‘Kurt, do you ever hear from 
your family these days?”

“No. However, I’ve never heard anything 
to the contrary. If he were dead, I imagine I’d 
have heard from our minister in Washington.” 

“Supposing your father does die,’’ Diedrich 
went on, “can you prove your identity, your 
rights to the estate? After all, your step- 
mother —”’ 

“IT can prove everything. There in my trunk 
I have all the papers that my father gave me 
before I left for America. I always carry them 
with me,” 

Diedrich asked if he might see them, and 
Kurt replied, “Of course. They are in the red 
portfolio, lying on top of my letters.” 

Diedrich examined: the documents, said they 
seemed to be in good shape, but — 

“If I were you, old man, I would have them 
looked over by a German lawyer in this coun- 
try. I tell you what —I have to go to St. Louis 
tomorrow. Suppose I take the papers with me 
and have them checked?” 

Kurt agreed that would be a good idea. 

On his return from St. Louis, Diedrich found 
his friend quite seriously ill. Kurt thought a 
doctor should ve called in, but Diedrich per- 
Ssuaded him to wait yet another day. 

Kurt did not improve. His head ached hor- 
ribly. Several times he lapsed into a semi-coma. 


Diedrich now brought in a doctor—who was 
an habitual drurskard. The doctor was escorted 
to the sick-chamber by a waiter, who remained 
at Diedrich’s suggestion. The waiter was, there- 
fore, on hand when the doctor, after_a super- 
ficial examination, diagnosed the illness as an 
advanced case of “cerebral congestion.” 

Three days later, Count Kurt von Hohen- 
Staufen breathed his last. 

He was buried in Alton—but not under his

The surviving friend shaved off his beard but 
retained his side whiskers, then returned to St.

ULL knives serve only 

to sharpen your temper 
and slow up your kitchen 
work. Do buy good knives 
and take care of them 
properly. 


Sharpening 
HEN you purchase a 
knife, it has a fine 
cutting edge. Since this 
will bend over with use, it 
is important to know how 
to set it back. A good 
knife sharpener should be 
tandard equipment in 
every _ kitchen. Follow 
i,anufacturers’ directions 
exactly when using your 

sharpener. : 

A sharpening steel, which 
is one type of knife sharp- 
ener, gives good results but 
is not always used properly. 
liold it in your left hand 
and draw the knife down 
toward you over the steel 
wiih a light stroke. Hold 
the, knife in your right 
hand at a 20° angle while 
sharpening, and draw it 
from the heel of the blade 
to the point. Eight to 12 
strokes, first on one side 
and then on the other, are 
sufficient.

Storing 

N EVER place knives in a 

drawer with other 
utensils in such a way that 
they will rattle against 
one another. This dulls the 
edges of the knives and 
may cause nicks and bent 
points. 


Keep knives in a special 
knife rack which fits into 
a drawer or which hangs 
on the wall. The slots keep 
the. blades separated and 
accidents are kept to the 
minimum. 


Cleaning 


ASH knives as soon as 
possible after using. 
Never allow them to 
soak in the dishpan or 
stand in water as this may 
in time loosen the handles. 


Dry immediately, after 
rinsing. 

In cases where soap and 
water does not do a com- 
plete cleaning job, use a 
mild household cleanser. 


Necessary Pieces 


FOR a well equipped kit- 

chen, you should have 
at least two paring knives, 
a utility knife of medium 
size,*a thin slicer for fine 
work, a chopping knife, 
carver, spatula, and an 
apple corer. 

Additional pieces which 
are handy to have are a 
curved knife for loosening 
grapefruit segments, a 
small cleaver, individual 
steak knives,. and a three 
piece carving set.
